CLAS8IT1CATIOR OF CATTLE. 


We make tho following extract fiom 


a latu numbsr ot Iho Clilcugo Drum's* 


1'iotably lliero are iiMiiy of our read- 


ers, parlicnhuly llio newest ones in llio 
live stock business lliat aro not thor- 
oughly conversant, and wo make that as 
an excuse for forcing upon them tho fol- 
lowing description of how cattle aio 
gr.ided and classified In this maiket 
As is generally well known, cattlo to bo 
suitable for the export trade havo to be 
fully ilpencd, evenly fatted, symmetri- 
cal and not too heavy. Jiuyers for this 
liade favor mostly animals that average 
not less than l.SiiO His. and not moro 
tliiin l.ouOlbs., and in nearly ovory in- 
stance a prime, well-malurod steer, 
weighing l.-lflO Ibs., will command fully 
as much, if not more monoy, per cwt., 
than one that weighs 1,800 and over, 
though this animal may havo all the 
good beef qualities found in llio lighter 
slm. In limes gone by when tho ex- 
poit trado was yet in Us infancy, as it 
weie, buyers would tnko none but the 
heaviest cat lio that conld be found, bill 
now n decided preference is shown in nli 
cases for tidy, trim steers of lighter 
weights. This change has been effected 
as much as anything by tho fact that 
rattle years ago were shipiwd across the 
ocean by the head while now they are 
shipppfl by weight. Then again it is 
geneially conceded that a steak from a 
smooth, evenly fatted steer, weighing 
from 1,300 to l.SOO Ibs., ia far more mi. 
tritious and toothsome than a similar 
one, cut from the carcass of an animal 
that weighs from 1,000 to 1,800 Ibs., from 
Uio fact that a quickly fattened steer 
makes beef, unmistakably, of better 
i|iialily tlmn ono fed a long time before 
being put in the feed lot to pioparo for 
market.
